D><IG& S- our Brethren of Scotland (after evill 
T3Zzz Counſellors had loaded ther withas ma- 
ny reproaches of. as high a nature as now 
y are laid againſt the Parliament) were yet 
C&W tound loyallSubjccts ar laſt,when as they 
had made way to enforme his Majeſty of the wrongs 
done to himſclfand his Kingdoms therebyzſo we hope 
will this Parliament at length be tound,who have con- 
flicted with the ſame Counſellers to undoe England 
and Ireland,which endcavourcd to undoe Scotland, and 
who have done no other acts of State againſt his Ma- 

jeſtics mind,then they did. | 
This Parliament is hated above all other, becauſe it 
hath found more Dclinquents , and eſpecially becauſe 
it cannot be broken at pleaſure; andever ſince that At 
was paſled,all waycs have been taken to diſſolyc or de- 
ſtroy it, cven before thefe bug-beares of Hull,' or the 
Militia were hatched, And now that all ozher plots 
faile them,they would render them odious to the peo- 
ple,thatthey might help to doe it: And what wonder if 
thoſe that have counſclled to break ſo many, Parlia- 
ments,labourcd ro divideParliaments, hated and-ſcor- 
ned Laws and Parliaments theſe many yeers, ſhould 
now be aQive againſt this laſting Parliament? It is wel 
known,the Jeſuites plots & counſels are utterly againſt 
Parliaments, and all Government where Commons 
haye any hand; becauſc yon is caſter dealt wietolh 
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then many : And therefore the State of Yexice (though 
they be Papiſts) have baniſhed them,as haters of thcir 
kind of Government. Ir was long ſince ſaid by a great 
Stateſman , that the _Jaſuites counſels ware #allowed 
leſſe or more in all Kingdomes, bath where they were 
. loved, and where they were hatcd; butiin States * not 
ſocaſily, Andrto that end have they laboured theſe 
100, yearcs as ſtories tell us, ro bring- people every 
where to {lavery,and Kings to-be ab{oture.-Arnd abour 
that time, the King of Spazne guided by rheiz. counſels, 
loſt the Low Countries by endeavouring ro make 
them {laves. And who ſces not,that ſuch Counſels have 
prevailed too long {among us: here-,- etpecially ſince 
the French Queenand her Jefuites came.into -Figlant; 
who is indeede accounted thefire-brand:of al Chri- 
ſtendome z and ſo men may eafily ſee the--rife of 
all qur:miſerable diſtractions at this tune ; and - what 
reaſon Parliaments have to oppoſe them,and fence 
Kings againſt them , leſt the ]cuites {ubtile Coun- 
tels enable our Papiſts (as it was in Germany, at the 
beginning of their civill wars) to divide the Prote- 
ſtants ,-and make them helpe to- deſtroy each other. 
It hath been declared in Parliament, that thoſe which 
have put 7reland into bloud, did hopeto have begun 
firſt with us. And what plots have bcen aſſayed in 
Scotland to bring all to confuſion, by ſome of the ſame 
hands that are now - againſt us, before his Majeſtics 
journey rhither,and when he was'there alfo, are nor 
yet forgotten, And the Papiſts,though rhey play under 
board, inall theſe have ſer Proteſtants againſt Prote- 
ftants,except onely in Ireland, where they were ten to 
one;and alfo thought thetnſclves ſure of friends ar our 
Court, (and perhaps then in Parhament too) potent

enough to ſtopall ſuccours from the poor Proteſtants 
there,and ſo teared norto declare to hight for Popery, 
and toroot our all Proteſtants Iriſh, or Engliſh, In all 
other places they eaſily draw to them ſuch as are ob- 
noxious to the Laws;zas Papiſts, Armimans, and other 
oftenders,are here thar live againſt the laws. And what 
wondcr itthey be ative againſt Parliaments, and for ' 
the Kings prerogative, whicher they muſt fly for ſhelter 
againſt the Juſtice of Parliamen:s? Oh that the Lord 
would pleaſe co make England wile by all the miſe 

of our neighbours abour us ! eſpecially * Germany;whF® When the 
hath ſuffered ſuch long and wotull calamity, and was Eaperun 
brought into it by the fame wayes the Papiſts now go quce irw fl 
about to brmg miſery upon us: For they pretended the ey, | 
authoriry of the Emperour, whom they had on rhert 

ſide; and great love and tricndſhip ro thoſe Proreſtants 

called Zatherans, and laboured to incenſe them againſt 

thoſe Proteſtants called Calviniſts, who are reformed 

fartheſt from Popery, and did ar length ſo divide 

them, as that the D. of Saxony with his great ſtrength 

took on the Emperours fide, and ſo the Lantgrave of 
Darmſiat, and others who had great countreys under 

theur command, And moſt of the reſt tood Neuters,as 

the chicte Duke of Brunſwick, Luneburg, Aunsbach, and 

the Cities of Ambure, Norimberg,Wormes,&c. Yet the 
Marqueſle of Baden being a Lutheran, and ſomg other, 

took part with the Calviniſts; toreſceing the treachery 

of rhe Emperonr, and his Papiſts, Thoſe that ſtood 
Neuters, durſt not truſt the Papiſts, and yet out of ill 

will would not joyne, with the Calviniſts. And thus 

things ſtood under bloudy wars about a dozen years, 

till the Emperonr and Papiſts began (notwithſtanding 

allthcir faire promiſes )to oppreſſe the Duke of Saxo- 
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ny and other Lutherans that fided wich them, as well 
aS thoſe that ſtood Neuters ; and then the Lutheran 
Princes as wcll as the Calviniſts,called in the King of 
Sweden to their aid againſt the Emperour, and his Pa- 
piſts;who with great diligence and wiſdome united all 
Proteſtants together, when it was too late; and that 
goodly large fruitfull countrey was almoſt waſted and 
deſolated and till this day, after 20. yeercs miſerable 
wars, the Papiſts, with the help of neighbour Papiſts 
abroad,ſtand in defiance againſt the Proteſtants ſo uni- 
fed, and all the power ot Swedelandallo: and yet at 
firſt the Proteſtants were two to one, if they had then 
ſtuck together. Which had they done, I belecve (as I 
heard ſome of the Princes of Germany ſay, when I was 
there) the War had been quickly,and happily ended, 
And our quarrels would ſoone be ended, if the Lord 
pleaſe to give all Proteſtants wiſdome to fide with the 
King and Parliament, and joyne them together, not 
with King and a faRion of Papiſts and Arminians,that 
would engroflt hisMajefty to themſelves, from hisPar- 
liament : As the Scots wiſely and loyally did to their e- 
_ ternall honour and ſaftty ; who intended no difloyall 
a againſt the King, bur onfly came to remove evill 
counſelors from him , and accordingly ſent their Peri- 
tions before them. All this well conſidered, will ſatiſ- 
fie the common Objection now made againſt this Par- 


liament; That although we have hitherto obtained 


-much good ther$by, yctnow they are like to bring all 
roconfuſion and ruine : For if ſuch Counſels as afore- 
Laid have been and till arc followed, had we had no 
Parliament, we muſt have loſt Religion and Liberties 
forcycr; or clſc thoſt illegall raxes, burdens, and ſu- 
perſtirions put upon us,and the injuſtice of all Courts 
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racking us,muſt needs have put us into worſe confuft” 
on;having no head, and lawtull power to guide us. And 
ſince the titting of this Parliament, if they had ſuffered 
all things,and not refiſted as they did, they would cer- 
tainly have been diflolved or deſtroyed; and then 
where had all the new Laws been as wel as the old ? 
Theythat ſo cafily brakethe old,could breakthe new, 
and bring up all Courts and Taxes againe., And.thoſe 
that have dcalc ſo with us alr:zady , and would have 
made a bloudy War upon the Scots, and practiſed ſo 
much treachery and falſhood againſt them, (who ate 
yet found loyal ſubj=&s, and honeſt men;and have bin 
alwayes ready to hinder all ſuccour for our brethren of 
Ireland)what hope can we have ſolong as any 'of them 
are ſuffered about his ſacred Majeſty 2 
The example of the late King of Poland may alſo 
teach us the wicked practice of the Jeſuites 5 who be- 
ing a man of great parts, of a very juſt and ſweete 
nature when he was young; was yet by thoſe counſels 
brought to endeavour the rune of that State,who free- 
ly choſe him, and made him a King , being one of the 
moſt free and potent States, under a King, of the Chri- 
ſtian world. They might aſſemble in Parliament for + 
fix weekes onceevery yecre, if need were, and aske 
the King no leave, as I have beene told by ſome of 
their own mouthes, and then take downe all Officers 
of Court and Kingdom, if faulty,and ſer up new. They 
might have every Noble-man his guard of ſome 200, 
ſome 300. men, &c. yetby fubtile dividing the Grear 
menand fayouring Fations, eſpecially he blaſphe- 
mous Sec of Socinians who are further from Popery,, 
(which was the Kings Religion therg) thenany other :

: Chriſt,,,wbich Papiſts maintaing; with us , they de» 
Þy, and 'count it!:tp be.-Popiſh-dodtrine :-: yet theſe 
were favoured , and did much increaſe... And if that 
King had lived to this day, he was' in an cafie way to 
have.coflayed that free people, and overthrown their 
glorious ſtate : For when ſome of the free Princes of 
that State, and Lords wentto adviſc with the Duke of 
| Litwania thertabout, he-told them, it ſeemed too late 
now, and his advice ſhould have been heard long agos 
Indecde now, atthe eleion: of this new King, 
have ſctled allin. its ancient ſplendor againe. Theſe 
thingsare well known tothoſg Merchants that traded 
that way in thoſF times.
